STAR ROUTES. 
WHAT AN OBSCURE PAPER SAYS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasaineroy, D. C., June 20.—The Evening 
Critic, it has been reported, was purchased 
by its new owners for the purpose, among 
other things, of creating public opinion that 
would be favorable to persons th 
with indictment for connection with star 
routes. In its issue to-night it has an article 
which, ina very ex cathedra manner, pre- 
tends to state the position of the Administra- 
tion with regard to the manner of prosecut- 
ing the star-route cases. No names are re- 
ported, but the article claims to be based on 
“the highest authority,“ and the 
“highest authority” could not be less 
than a Cabinet officer. The drift of 
the article is that the President bas decided 
that no persons shall be presented to the 
Grand Jury for indictment until the record 
evidence agaimst them is of such a character 
as will beyond doubt result in à conviction, 
and that persons are not tu 

“ INDICTED UPON EX P AFFIDAVITS 
before Grand Juries, nor are some members 
of the ring to be-indicted in the expectation 
that they will turn State’s evidence, and fur- 
nish the prosecutors evidence to indict 
others. Itis claimed thatthe policy of the 
prosecutors has been“ radically changed by 
reason of the interference of the President. 
in short, it is declared that the President, 
while anxious to see the ends of justice ful- 
filled, is not willing that the power of his 
Administration shall be used to compass the 
end of anything that is not just, and will not 
consent to the program of using the Grand 
Jury as an indiscriminate drag-net with 
which to go fishing for State’s evidence. 
The original policy, the Critic says, was to 
hurry a great mass of indictments through 
“the Grand Jury on the ex parte affidavits 
and statements of a select corps of trained 
witnesses, in the hope that some of the in- 
dicted parties would be 
TERRIFIED INTO TURNING STATE’S EVI- 

DENCE, 
and thus furnish the prosecution with the 
evidence it needed to secure conviction, but 
which it could not obtain through the regular 
and legitimate processes of justice. The 
program was to pile up the indictments just 
at the adjournment of the June term, and 
then let the victims sweat through the hot 
weather, as one of the prosecutors happily 
phrased it. The belief was that this process, 
coupled with an unsparing use of the Depart- 
ment knife in chopping off contracts, would 
by fall ‘squeeze’ some of the contractors into 
a state of desperation, when they would be 
willing to swear to anything the prosecution 
might want in order to secure a let- up on the 
torture. The program described above was 
devised and bas been followed until very re- 
cently, when it, too, was modified in conse- 
quence of more mature deliberation and 
wiser counsels. There have been rumors 
that the Attorney-General would take issue 
with the President in the premises, and 
would insist on the original program being 
carried out, but friends of that ofticer say 
there is no truth in such statements.

AT NEW YORK. 
GRANT’S EXPLANATION. 

New Yors, June 2.—A reporter of the 
Times saw ex-President Grant in his apart- 
ments at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and asked 
him whether, while in Mexico, he received a 
letter from President Garfield in relation to 
the rupture between Conkling and Piatt and 
the Administration. Gen. Grant gaid he did 
receive President Garfteld’s letter in reply 
to one sent by him to the Presi- 
dent, in which he gave such an 
expressions of his views upon the position of 
Conkling and Platt toward the Administra- 
tion as he now- maintains. His opinion in 
that matter has undergone no change. He 
was on the steamer, about to leave the harbor 
of Vera Cruz, when the Postmaster of that 
city boarded the vessel and handed him the 
President’s letter. This letter, he said, was 
in a desk in his office down town. His time 
had been so much occupied since his arrtval 
in this city that he had rot had an opportu- 
nity to write a reply to it, as it certainly re- 
guired an acknowledgment. 


IT WAS CERTAINLY MOST POLITE AND 
FRIENDLY LETTER, 


he said, and he intends to reply to it at 
length asit deserved to be treated. The Gen- 
eral pointed to pen, ink, and paper on the 
table in the centre of the room, and said he 
had already begun his answer to the Prasi- 
dent. When asked whether he was willing 
to give the President’s letter for publication, 
he said he did not feel it would be a proper 
thing for him to do.

The statement had been paraded in 
some of the papers that he dia not recognize 
such a thing as Senatorial courtesy at the 
time of 

THE APPOINTMENT OF WILLIAM E. SIMMONS 
Collector of the Port of Boston. “That 
statement,” said the General, was unsup- 
ported by the facts. Charles Sumner and 
George 8. Boutwell were the Senators from 
Massachusetts at that time. During my first 
term as President, Mr. Boutwell was Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. I had long knownand 
admired Boutwell, and when that gentleman 
became one of my Cabinet officers, the strong 
friendship which had existed was more 
closely cemented, and a positive affection 
for each other was engendered.” The Gen- 
tral had the greatest respect for Boutwell’s 
opinion.

A SMALL VOTE.

The ind@pendent Bucks are slowly 
rallying round Lapham, and, with all his ad- 
herents present, he has a following of twen- 
ty. A prominent Administration leader 
told THe TRIBUNE correspondent to-night 
that he regarded Lapham as the most satis- 
factory Buck candidate that could be pre- 
sented, and the oue most likely to win the 
honor in case of a compromise. The only 
other Bucks that have been talkod about of 
late are Grant and Crowley. Conkling is 
said to be willing to withdraw in favor of the 
hero of Appomattox, but no one else.

DARING ROBBERY. 


A Cleveland Firm Be iteved of $3,000 
Neatly and Expediti ously. 

CLEVELAND, June 18.—One of the coolest, 
and most audacious, and successful robberies

Elisworth’s Death—Grief of President 
Lincoin—His Letter 10 Ellsworth’s 


Parents. 

In an account of the death of Col. Epbraim 
E. Ellsworth, in Alexandria, Va., on May 24, 1861, 
by the band of the tavern-keeper Jackson, fur- 
nished the Philadelphia {imes by Capt. Frank E. 
Brownell, bis avenger, occurs the foliowing: 
“It was only a short time, however, when a 
message came that the President wished to see 
me at the engine-house. l went. There was ne 
one but the President, Capt. Fox of the Nayy, 
amd the undertaker. Mr. Lincoln was walking 
up and down the tloor, very much agitated. Te 
was wringing his hands, and there was, 
1 thought, the trace of tears upon his 
cheek. e did not appear to notice my 
entrance first. Lifting the cloth from the 
face of the dead man, he exclaimed, with a 
depth of pathos I shall never forget: My boy 
my boy! Was it necessary this sacrifice should 
be made?” After a while he made me relate the 
whole occurrence in detail. I had scarcely 
finished before Mrs. Lincoln came, and I was 
agaln asked to repeat the story of the tragedy to 
her. The following tetter from Mr. Lincoln to 
the parents of Elisworth has, I believe, never 
been iu print: 

In the untimely loss of your noble son our 
affiiction here is scarcely less than your own.

Contagious Diseases. 

The death report of last week, according to 
the Hegistrar of Vital Statistics, shows that 
there were 187 deaths in the city, against 197 the 
week previous, and 168 for the same period of 
1880, Snd 143 for 1879. Of the decedents, 108 were 
children under 5 years of age; the death-rate 
was equivalent to 19.32 to each 1,000 of popula- 
tion annually. There were 6 deaths from acci- 
dents; chronic alcoholism, 1; asthma, 3; Bright's 
disease, 4; infantile convulsions, 23; cholera ia- 
fantum, 8; congestion of the lungs, 2; diphthe- 
ria, 10; diarrhea, 5; scarlet-fever, 2; thypboid- 
fever 5; cerebro spinai-fever, 8; meningitis, 12; 
spinal meningitis, 2; tubercular meningitis, 2; 
3; pbthisis, 13; pneumonia, 9; vaccine 
abscess, 1; smuli- pox, 4; suicide, 2.

Tur unprecedented immigration to this 
country in the last eleven months has as yet 
caused no disturbance in the labor markets; 
but it must inevitably do so if it continues 
at the same rate. During the month of May 
alone 117,482 persons arrived in this country 
with the intention of setiling, and the whole 
number for eleven months was 564,244, The 
capacity of the country for assimilating so 
enormous an influx of foreigners year after 
year may well be questioned. It has up to 
this time responded to every test, but it has 
never before been tested in so severe a man- 
ner. Unquestionably it would be better for 
the country at large to have the immigration 
come more regularly and slowly; but this is 
not a movement at all subject to the control 
of the National Government. Immigration 
is promoted, so far as it is affected at all by 
publie agencies, by representatives of the 
several States, each of whom spreads before 
the foreigner a catalog of the attractions of his 
State inan alluring shape. But undoubtedly 
the main cause of the abnormal immigration 


ized American citizens to their relatives and 
friends abroad. Nothing can check the sup- 
ply from this source except business depres- 
sion, or possibly some sudden. lowering of 
wages following upon the great addition to 
the supply of skilled and unskilled workmen.

OUR EXPORTS AND OUR IMPORTS. 

The revised, corrected, and completed vol- 
ume containing the detailed statistics of the 
trade and commerce of the United States for 
the year ending June 30, 1880, has recentiy 
been issued by the Treasury Department. 
One of its embellishments is a chart showing 
by the relative length of broad red lines the 
comparative extent of our foreign commerce 
with other parts of the world. From this 
we gather that in the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1880, the value of the whole foreign trade 
of the United States was $1,508,598,404, of 
which our exports were $835,658,658 and our 
imports $667,954,746. This trade was with 
nearly all the States and countries of the 
world, but mainly with a limited number. 
It was distributed as follows:

Our trade with these States embraces 81.66 
per cent of the whole foreign trade of the 
United States; the other 18 per cent is 
divided among many nations, no one of 
which equals 2 per cant of the whole. 

In the trade credited tothe West Indies, 
$84,109,175, or 5.59 per cent of the whiole, is 
with Cuba alone. To the States named 
above we exported $712,756,425, or nearly 87 
per cent of allour exports; and from them 
we imported $515,027,841, or over 76 per cent 
of all our imports; showing an excess of 
exports to these countries of $197,728,584, 
But the balance against this country was 
$57,583,397 in the West Indies, $2,500,000 in 
British North America, and $49,364,744 in 
Brazil. ‘e 

Our trade with China was $3,978,775 exg 
ports, against $24,020,707 of imports: and 
with Japan, $2,552,888 exports and $14,510,834 
of imports. With all the Central and South 
American States our imports were largely in 
excess of exports. 

Our exports were mainly of agricultural 
productions, iucluding breadstuffs, provis- 
ions, cotton, tobacco, petroleum, vegetable 
oils, oll cake, seeds, lumber, and live s.ock, 
these aggregating at least 88 per cent of the 
whole. 

Though apparently our trade with Gteat 
Britain is greatly in excess of that with any 
other nation, being more than 44 per cent of 
the whole, it must be remembered that Great 


which are really intended for other States in 
Europe; and so, in turn, many French, Ger- 
man, and Belgian goods are imported to this 
country through British hands. There being 


no way to distinguish this from the other 
part of the trade, it is all credited to the 
United Kingdom. 

To the extent of our export trade, the 
United State® figures among nations as an 
agricultural and not a manufacturing State. 
Notwithstanding our inexgaustible supplies 
of coal, and of iron, and in fact of the raw 
material of nearly every branch of manufact- 
ures, together with our means of transporta- 
tion, our commercial policy has been directed 
to suppress manufactures, except for a limit- 
edmarket. Instead of being, as we well might 

be, competitors in the world’s markets for 
the sale of all descriptions of manufactures, 
we persist in limiting the manufactures to

Britain receives much American exports '

producing a much less quantity than we 
might. 

Our export trade is mainly agricultural. 
and, except cotton, and lumber, and oll, may 
be said to be of articles needful as food. 
Articles of food are purchased of us to meet 
the deficiency in the domestic supply of the 
countries to whieh we sell. They are bought 
of us because they are indispensable, and be- 
cause the American bread and meat stands 
between our customers and famine or famine 
prices. There is no patriotism intrade. For 
the same reason that American wheat or 
flour finds a ready customer in all parts of 
the world where it is sold for less than the 
domestic article, so American manufactures 
would find a market in all parts of the world 
if they could be produced and sold, as they 
might be, cheaper than by manufacturers 
in other countries. The American farmer 
does not grow breadstuffs, and raise beef 
and pork, simply to meet the American ma- 
ket: he does not let his fields lie idle, nor 
his herds diminish, so as to avoid a surplus. 
The surplus production over the domestic 
needs is the profit of the land; it is repre- 
sented by the figures of our exports. The 
United States exported in 1880 $210,000,000 of 
baled cotton and abotit $10,000,000 of manu- 
factured cotton, and in the same time im- 
ported about $29,000,000 of goods manufact- 
ured of American cotton in other countries. 
Under our commercial policy, which limits 
manufactures in this country to the demands 
of the home market and practically prohib- 
its manufactures for export, the foreigner 
who bought his raw material from this 
country sold $20,000,000 of his fabrics in the 
United States in 1880. | 

The evil effects of the subsidy policy are 
shown by the difference between the ever- 
increasing agricultural productions of this 
country and the limited production of manu- 
factures. Our agricultural productions are 
in demand in all parts of the globe, and their 
forever increasing bulk are needed to meet 
that demand. ‘The surplus productions of 
the farm find ready and profitable sale wher- 
ever they ure carried. New lands are opened 
every year: flocks and herds are duplicated; 
more men and women are employed; and the 
great effort Is to produce as much as possible 
to meet the wants of ever-increasing cus- 
tomers and to swell the aggregate 
of National wealth. This is the ro- 
verse of the rule among manufact- 
ures, where the industry looks for 
Yewards not to its enlarged production, but 
to the subsidy or bounty with which the Gov- 
ernment has endowed it. The less goods pro- 
duced the greater the profit; the greater the 
competition the greater the quantity of goods 
produced; and the greater the excess of man- 
ufactures the greater the resulting loss. The 
market being limited, and no outlet for the 
surplus, the productions have to be slaugh- 
tered,—that is, sold for whatever they will 
bring. The protected home market is either 
amine yielding an extortionate profit or a 
grave-yard for both capital and labor, and 
is as often the one as the other.

OF A GENERAL RAILROAD STRIKE. 

The dispatch in yesterday’s TrinwNe in re- 

gard to a contemplated general strike of rail- 

road engineers for a large advance of pay 

has attracted some attention. The essential 
part of the dispatch said: 


A circular was issued this week by a well- 
known detective agency and sent to ali the lead- 
ing officials of the Various railroads througrbout 
the country, to the effect that the agency was in 
— of information that a most compre- 

ensive strike is contemplated on or about the 
Ist of July by the whole force of locomotive en- 
gineers; that the arrangements for the strike 
were being rapidly perfected; that they might 
possibly delay the movement until the Ist of 
August, but that a strike for a material advance 
in wages had been determined upon, which from 
effect, covering every railroad 
line, trunk and branch, in the country, would 
not fail of being successful. This strike, it is 
believed, will carry all the working forces upon 
the railrvuads-with the engineers, and is believed 
to be so thoroughly organized that their em- 
ployers will be belpless. 


We cannot whdertake to say how much 
creditis to be given to this report, but rather 
incline to doubt it. The Engineers’ Foot- 
board Association is a numerous and pover- 
ful body, and it has some bold, reckless, and 
unscrupulous leaders. The announcement 
of an intention on the pait of these people to 
order a general strike for a large advance of 
wages is not improbable atany time. The 
promoters of a general strike do not count 
the cost nor estimate the consequences to their 
brotherhood: the only question with them 
is, whether thes are able to bring about an 
agitation upon which they canthrivefor a 
time. 4 

The results of a general railroad strike can 
be determined very clearly, however, by in- 
telligent people who have studied the oper- 
ation of the law of supply and demand, and 
this law is not affected by the number of 
strikers or the power which they represent. 

If the railroad engineers should inaugu- 
rate a general strike, the railroad managers 
would have to decide whether they were pre- 
pared to yield a proportionate increase of 
pay to the entire pay-roll of employés from 
the Division Superintendents dgwn to the 
oil-wipers. The increased expenses of op- 
erating the railroads could be readily esti- 
mated on the basis of the éngineers’ demands. 
If the aggregate increase involved in a yield 
to the demand amounted to $50,000,000 a year, 
it would be equivalent to a reduction in the 
value of railroad stocks to the amount of at 
least twenty times as much, ora shrinkage 
of $1,000,000,000 in aggregate value. If the 
expenses of operating the railroads be in- 
creased $50,000,000, then dividends must be 
reduced or passed to that extent, and the 
value of stocks Would diminish to the extent of 
capitalized earnings at the rate of 5 per cent 
interest. The stockholders would then be 
confronted with a choice between the loss by 
yielding to unreasonable demands and a loss 
from suspension of business. They would 
probably choose the latter, because a suspen- 
sion of business would not entail imndefinit 
losses in the future through the continued 
payment of larger operating expenses than 
they could afford. 

If the railroad stockholders were inclined 
to yield to the demands and collect the extra 
cost of running their trains from the public, 
they could not escape the loss incident to a 
general increase of wages. The public would 
not bear the increase. Every waterway in 
the land would suddenly develop a competi- 
tion to a degree which now seems al- 
most impracticable. The lakes, the riv- 
ers, and the canals in all sections 
of the country would be crowded 
witli? heavily-laden craft of every descrip- 
tion. The raijroads then would not merely 
have to meet the increased expenditures but 
also sustain a loss of business which they 
would otherwise have been able to control. 
The necessity of passing their dividends 
would still be inevitabie, and the shrinkage 
in the value of their stocks would in the end 
be as greatas if they were to undertake to 
— all the burden of the increased expendi- 

ures. 

The prospect for the railroad business dur- 
ing the summer is not the brightest at the 
best. Mr. Fink’s control seems to be shaky. 
The rates are low and unsteady, and cutting 
has begun at the very opening of lake navi- 
gation. Moreover, it is now generally be- 
lieved that the winter crop of wheat will be 
2 to 30 per cent short of last year’s yield, 
and the railroads must bear their proportion 
of the consequent loss of freight and decline 
in rates. This shrinkage in the transporta- 
tion business will be all they can stand. It 
would be folly for them to add to such loss a 
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large increase in their operating expenses. | 
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They not do it. They would begin to 
cut down thelr trains. They would cancel: 
their orders for new material. They would 
stop putting in new side-tracks, or extending 
their lines, or building double tracks. They 
would stop buying steel and building new 
cars. They would discharge all the hands 
engaged in the work of furnishing supplies 
that could possibly be spared, and they 
would reduce their working force to the 
lowest number necessary to the actual de- 
mand for carrying. Then the reaction against 
the strikers would ‘setin. The discharged 
tens of thousands of railroad men of all 
deseriptious would become competitors at 
lower wages for the places held by the suc- 
cessful strikers who had not been dis- 
charged. Pay would go down again under 
this competition, and there wauld be conflicts 
and riots, Which the police and the military 
would be called on to guppress. 

A general railroad strike isin the nature,of 
a revolution or civil war in the Nation. The 
strikers array themselves not only against the 
railroad corporations, but against the whole 
agricultural class and the entire country, 
at any time when they force a suspension of 
the carrying trade. They tried this experi- 
ment a few years ago during the hard times, 
and were disastrously defeated aftet inflict- 
ing creat injury to life and property. They 
will not be any more successful in a period 
of prosperity when they endeavor to seize 
more than their share of the transportation 
profits and threaten to inflict loss and 
damage upon all classes unless they 
can secure the extra tribute they demand. 
It may be admitted that che locomotive- 
engineers have a powerful organization, aud 
even that they can control practically 
the entire working force of the rail- 
roads; but such a combination ¢an- 
cannot combat successfully against the 
50,000,000 people of America who are in- 
terested in the maintenance of uninterrupt- 
ed, quick, cheap transportation. The rail- 
roads, like other employers, are prepared to 
accede to demands from the laboring classes 
that contemplate a fair division of profits, 
but they cannot tolerate, any more than {ny 
other class of employers, a confiscation of 
all their earnings. When the employés shall 
make this issue they may be sure the rail- 
roads will shut down; and they may be 
equally sure that, when the railroads shut 
down, the people will rise and compel a re- 
sumption of business at fair terms. A gen- 
eral railroad strike at this time or in the near 
future will be a National calamity, the penal- 
ties of which will fall more severely upon 
the strikers than upon any other class in the 
country. The locomotive-engineers and all 
other railroad employés should beware of 
the wicked counsels of selfish and unscrupu- 
lous leaders. ;

FRANCE AND ITALY. 

The rioting which occurred in Marseilles a 
few days since, and the demolition of the 
Italian Clubzllouse by the enraged populace, 
have a deeper significance than appears upon 
the surface. The event per se was of little 
consequence. The victorious French troops, 
returning from Tunis, in their march through 
the city, passed the Italian Club-llouse, and, 
the French claim, were greeted with hisses 
trom occupants of the building. The Italians 
claim, on the other hand, that the hisses pro- 
ceeded from the crowds in the streets on ac- 
count of the absence of a French flag on the 
building, the non-appearance of which the 
President of the Club claims was due to his 
ignorance that the troops would pass through 
the city on that day. Be this as it may, the 
infuriated crowd tore the Italian escutcheon 
from the house, smashed its windows, en- 
tered the house and demolished its furniture, 
and chased the inmates out of it with the 
intention of doin® them bodily harm. 
Several violent encounters. followed between 
the French and Italians in various quarters 
of the city. in which one or two were killed 
and several injured, and it was not until the 
Mayor peremptorily closed the clubhouse 
and stationed troops about the city that order 
was restored, 

This sudden outbreak, though compara- 
tively insignificant in itself, represents the 
outburst ef an indignant and exasperated 
state of feeling which has long existed be- 
tween France and Ltaly, and which only 
needed some little pretext like that at Mar- 
seilles to come to the surface. The French 
have always claimed that the Itallans have 
been ungrateful for what was done for them, 
and the Italians have retorted that France 
has promised te do a great deal for them and 
has never fulfilled her promises. The French 
Clericals have always been enraged because 
Italy seized’ the temporal power in Rome 
during the German war, and the Italians 
have been equally indignant because Victor 
Emmanuel gave up Nice, which had previous 
ly belonged to Sardinia, by the treaty of 18%; 
and they have been exasperated because the 
French, after promising to drive the Aus- 
trians out of Venicaeft them in possession 
of it after the peace of Villafranca, and 
that they had to wait the Austrian defeat in 
the war with Prussia in 1866 before they re- 
gained possession of it. History is full of 
mutual grievances between France and Italy, 
and the recent events in Tunis have only in- 
tensified them. The suddenness of the 
French descent upon Tunis, which the Ital- 
ians have long desired to annex to their pos- 
sessions, the protectorate established over 
it, the contemptuous manner in which 
Italy has been treated pending the 
Tunisian operations, and thee malicious 
manner in which the French press 
have assailed, and, as they claim, have mis- 
represented the Italian Government and in- 
dividuals have wrought the Italians upto 
such a pitch of indignation that no person in 
the Government who was even suspected of 
friendly feelings towards France has been 
able to hold his position. On theother hand, 
the French have been swift in charges that 
Italy wanted to seize Tunis, and have been 
enraged at the manner in which she has in- 
terfered by appeals to the European Powers 
and by diplomatic negotiations that were cal- 
culated to impede French progress. The af- 
fair at Marseilles will not tend to heal this 
angry feeling; on the other hand, it will still 
further exasperate Italy, and the angry cry of 
the Marseilles mob, A bas Italie,’ will be se- 
echoed in Italy with reference to France. 
The new Depretis Cabinet, even before 
this outbreak, were making @ininense 
preparations to strengthen the War De- 
partment, and the new Minister of War 
had demanded a large sum of money for ex- 
traordinary expenses in completing the pro- 
visioning and equipment of the army. The 
Marseilles outbreak will give a new impetus 
to the war feeling, and, though Italy is by no 
means strong enough to take the field against 
France, she will bide her time and await the 
first opportunity to wreak her revenge. It is 
somewhat remarkabie that at a time when 
the French Government was professing its 
desire to be at peace with all Europe it 
should have succeeded in thoroughly antag- 
onizing Italy.

A University in America on the German 
Pian. 

A month ago the Tun Tune published 
the program of a Dr. Löwe in Stuttgart, Ger- 
many, for the establishment of a German uni- 
versity, according to the German pian,” in one 
of the Western States of America. This paper 
thon denounced the whole project as a swindle 
aud a hunibug, emavating from the fertile brain 
of some sbrewd fellow who attempts to live by 
the aid of his wits, sharpened in America, off 
the credulity of fools he may meet in Gertnany. 
This plan of founding in rica a German- 
American university (which Dr. Löwe proposes 
to ba tze Emperor William University”) bus 
also been denounced by the whole of the Ger- 
man-American press With singular unanimity as 
an absurd, stupid, and unmitigated humbug. 
But the Doctor seems to understand bis trade. 
He has succeeded in bringing his proposition 
even to the notice and into the columns of the 
London Times, whence it was transferred into 
the cablegrams of the New York Associated 
Press, which informed us on June 17 that the 
idea of founding a German university in one of 
the Western States of Amefica is taking prac- 
tival sbape, eeveral German bankimmg-bouses 
having proffered sympathy and codperation to 
the ieaders of the movement. Whether tbis

»sympathy and codperation meats money, which 


the bank lng- houses of Germany intend to con- 
tribute, the cablegram does not state. This 
dodge of securing a notice by the press strongly 
calls to wind the practicdg of the swindler 
Sigfried Ehrenberg, who, after he left Chicago, 
succeeded in puliing the wool over the eyes of 
the New York Herald and Harper's Weekly. 
Both papers praised him ia leading articles, thus 
unwigingly assisting the swindler iu bis many 
nefarious schemes., The JUinots Staats-Zeitung, 
the New York Steate-Zeitung, in fact ali the 
leading German papers of the United States, are 
of opinion that since the many and often re- 
peated warnings of German-Amer- 
ican press against thie Lowe funiversity 
swindle have not madea sufficient impressfong 
neither upon the papers of Germany nor upon 
Dr. Löwe, it is about time for the Ambassa- 
dor of the German Empire at Washington 
and the Geynan Consul-General in New York 
to interfere ‘and officially call the attention of 
their Government to this humbug, in order to 
guard too credulous people against impositions 
and losses. A university after the German plan 
in America is nonsense, an absolute impossi- 
bility. If the attention of the German Govern- 
ment were called to this university humbug, 
and if it could be induced to streteh forth 
its long arm for Dr. Lowe, it would 
not be surprising in the least if that gcntieman 
and Dr. Ehrenberg, formerly of Chicago, alias 
Dr. Rbeinfels, alas Dr. Carlotta, ete., were 
found to be one and the same person. Although 
all the fools are not dead, Dr. Löwe could not 
collect enough money in Ameriéa for his uni- 
versity on the German plan” to buy a lunch. 
But if the people of Germany insist upon revers- 
ing their historic action, and, instead of passing 
around the bat in America on all possible oeca- 
sions, for all possible purposes (even for the 
erection of a cremation retort), and contribute.

They will soon find that 
they have contributed their money towards a 
scheme whieb carries no vitality within itself, 
meets with no sympathy from Americans, and 
is obnoxious to German-Americans, as is 
clearly demonstrated by the unanimous tone of 
the German-American press on the subject. 


Tur Old Russian party, the party of the 


Aksakows, the Katkoffs, and Moskow Slavo-

Russian Empire. Aksakow said in a speech re- 
cently delivered at St. Petersburg that the Rus- 
sians will not humiliate themselves by becoming 
the lackeys of Western European constitution- 
alism.

Nationalist. Without presuming to preju- 
dice the ultimate development of Anglo- 
Irish relations, I hold that self-government 
for Ireland, as completely self-governed in 
Irish affairs as New York State is in New 
York affairs, and adequately represented in 
an Anglo-Lrish Imperial Parliament upon 
all questions common to the two nations, 
would be an immense realization of Irish na- 
tional right, and, instead of being a danger 
to the Empire, as the British governing class- 
es pretend, would be indispensable to the 
best interests of 
THE NATION NOW UNREPRESENTED IN TUE 
IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT. 
We owe to the people of India, whom we 
helped to subjugate, not to abandon them 
to the rule of an English caste, but to help 
them to a fair control of their own Adminis- 
tration. We owe to the colonies, where 
millions of our race are springing up. to heip 
them to a part in a great federation which will 
really be a safeguard to their interests. 
Without federation the Empire must grad- 
ually fall to pieces, while a just and honora- 
ble federation would secure to Ireland both 
self-government and worid-wide alliance. If 
the British governing ciasses refuse a federa- 
tion there only remains Independence.“

the general attention of the Italian press to 
it.

ly-printed pages of the work. But the Opin- 
jone this morning publishes a leader, where- 
in it reminds its readers that it has on several 
occasions expressed identical opinions to 
these propounded by Curei.

AN INSANE WOULD-BE MURDERER.

Quincy, III., June 20.—A tragedy occurred 
on a Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad train last 
last night which resulted in the serious 
wounding of J. M. Kaiser, of this city, a 
traveling salesman for the firm of Somer, 
Lynds & Co. Mr. Kaiser had been ona trip 
West, had returned from Kansas City to 
Cameron, and there boarded the train for 
this city in company with other persons. 
When he left the hotel at Cameron a man 
whose name is supposed to be Col. Keith 
and Conductor Caldwell rode to the depot 
with him. Kgith asked Kaiser something 
about the fare to Chicago, the distance, 
ete. Kaiser directed him to the ticket office. 
Shortly after leaving Cameron Kaiser passed 
through several cars of the train, and finally 
gat down in the coach adjoining the one at- 
tached for Hannibal, In a few moments 
crack went a pistol back of him. Kaiser felt 
a stinging sensation in the right shoulder. 
and sprang to his feet, facing in the diréction 
from which the noise came. ‘There was 
Keith about four seats distant with a revolv- 
er in his hand, and he twmediately pulled 
the trigger again, the ball this time lodging 
in the fleshy part of Kaiser’s left forearm. 
The shvootest then fired a third shot and 
pulled the bell cord and the train began to 
slow. As soonas the first shot was firdél all 
of the passengers in the car were alarmed, 
and several rushed to the forward coaches 
to notify the conductor of what was trans- 
jiring.. Conductor Caldwell, unarmed, ran 
ck to the car, and, just as he was entering, 
Col. Keith leveled the revolver at bim, com- 
pelling the conductor to retreat, and, the 
train having meantime slackened speed, the 
criminal jumped from the platform and es- 
cabed in the darkness. No one on the 
train appeared to know the fellow, and no 
plausible explanation of the shooting could 
be given. He had no words or any alterca- 
tion whatever with Kaiser, who is a peacea- 
ble and poppilar gentleman. Kaiser's wounds 
are very serious. ‘The first bullet struck the 
back of the seat in which he was sitting, 
splintering it, and then passed into his body, 
going directly through the thoulder-blade, 
and probably dropping into a cavity, as the 
surgeons called upon to attend him could 
find no trave of the ball. The bultet in the 
arm could not be reached either, 
as it passe up ° towards the 
shoulder some distance from where it struck. 
Mr. Kaiser was brought to @uincy before he 
could get medical attention, and is now suf- 
fering intense pain. Keith was evideutly in- 
sane. Ile left his hat and valise in the traiu 
when he eseaped. A dispateh from the Mar- 
shal of Columbus, Ind., says the man belongs 
there and iscrazy. Nothing has been heard 
from the fugitive. * a 


ROBBED BY MASKED MEN.

Some days ago the house 
of a miserly old farmer named Stokes, who 
lives on the border of Sharp County, was 
robbed by sixemasked men, who went to the 
house at a late hour. and, finding the family 
in bed, woke and bound them to chairs, after 
giezing them. They then plundered the 
dwelling, securing from $400 to 8500, which 
the old man had hid in various places, and 
disappeared, leaving no clew to their identity. 
Thursday night a body of fifteen or twenty 
armed men went to the house of James Tib- 
bets, Abner Hanley, James and John Me- 
Callanan, took them prisoners, and, carrying 
them to aglen adjacent, tortured them ina 
horrible manner, alleging that they were the 
thieves and knew where the stolen mone 
was hidden. The McCailahan’s have sine 
been arrested on suspicion, but it is claimed 
the other two men were tortured to death, 
as they cannot be found. The parties named 
are reputable citizens.

JAY GOULD. 
Rochester Democrat. 

This wonderful man continues to enlarge 
his operations, and Vanderbilt finds him an 
advancing and restless rival. The latter 
went to Europe, as it was supposed, to avoid 
testifying in the telegraph case, but as the 
lawyers adjourned it, was eventually obliged 
to appear in court. He now finds that 
Gould’s new route to the great West (via New 
Jersey Central and Wabash) threatens to be- 
come the most dangerous opposition of what 
are called the Vanderbilt stocks.” Gould’s 
schemes are laid with such depth and precis- 
ion that they at once awaken admiration. 
He is certainly the most wonderful railroad 
operator in the world. Look at this last 
combination and its origin. Three years ago 
he saw New Jersey Central and Wabash sell- 


ing fora mere song. The former was quoted 
at eight a the latter at two. Heat once 
saw they might be connected and form 
a trunk line, and hence he bought the stock 
of each until he became its master. As 
the Wabash connects with St. Louis 
it became important to cemverge the 
product of the West on that point. 
To do this requires a mastery of the lowa 
roads, which he also acquired.. The result 
is that St. Louis, instead of Chicago, may yet 
become a great grain depot, and the latter 
must, in case, suffer an immense loss of 
trade. To connect Wabash with New Jer- 
sey Central a line must be built from Scran- 
ton to Buffalo, and this is already surveyed 
and put under contract. In this wannertwo 
once worthless roads are made immensely 
valuable, and Gould makes $12,000,000. As 
the Vanderbilt lines terminate in Chicago, 
Gould’s new trunk line may strike them a 
severe blow. He will make every effort to 
have the grain trade, and his success is al- 
most assured by the fact that his lowa sys- 
tem enables shippers to save three cents a 
bushel. Vanderbilt feels the thorn in his 
side, put what can he do? He is in the 
hands Of a bitter and relentless rival, whose 
genius is truly Napoleonic. Gould has long 
been determined to bring down the grandeur 
of the Vanderbilt dynasty, and it now looks 
as though his purpose might be successful. 
Should he live five years longer what a revo- 
lution in railway matters will be accom- 


plished. 


CHICAGO, TEXAS & MEXICO. 
Regarding the progress that is being made 
in locating and constructing the Chicago, 
Texas & Mexican Central Railroad, the Dal- 


las Gazette of Thursday says: 

Yesterday instructions were issued from head- 
quarters to Chief A and Acting General 
Superintendent G. W. Waite, of the Chicago, 
Texas, and Mexican Central Railroad Company, 
to immediately piace two engineer corps in the 
field and survey the line between Dallas and 
Paris with all possible speed—in fact, to rush 
things. One corps was ordengd to be sent to 
Paris to survey toward Dallas, and the other to 
start from Dallas and survey to Paris. This 
looks like business with the barkon. It bas 
been kyown in newspaper circles for three 
weeks t some move of this kind was con- 
templated, and also that the order to survey 
was countermanded temporarily at the time of 
recent negotiations between the Chicago, Lexas 
& Mexican Central and the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fé. It is also learned that th reater 
portion of the grading on the Dallas & Paris 
branch will be finished t present year. and 
hopes are expressed to even get to rail-laying. 
It is rumored that when this latter begins it will 
be prosecuted from three points,—WUallas, Paris, 
— Greenville,—as construction material can 
eusily be delivered at each of these points. 
Heretofore it has been the prime object of the 
Chicago, Texas & Mexican Central to reach Cle- 
burne at the earliest possible moment. Now 
that it is certain this Will be accomplished by 
Oct. 1 next, the management seems to have 
turned their attention to the important link of 
the entire line, and are to make for Paris under 
a full head ot steam. In accordagce with the 
order of yesterday, Chief-Engineer Waite, in the 
afternoon, purchased full outfits of tents, etc., 
for the twovorps from Sanger Bros.. and the sur- 
veyors take the field this morning. This will 
make three full and distinct engineer corps 
beside the division and resident engineers along 
the line of the road, operating in the employ of 
the Chicago, Texas & Mexican Central. In con- 
nection with the activity manifested by this 
corporation, the connections it is alleged to have 
in view, and those already settled and deter- 
mined upon, are attracting more than ordinary 
attention. The idea of a mutual understanding 
with the Texas Central, as published in yester- 
day's Gazette, is generaily believed. Last nizht 
Mr. J. B. Simpson, chief attorney for the Chi- 
caro, Texas & Mexican Central, and who is one 
of its most trusted and confidential officiais, left 
for Houston, and rumor has it that his mission 
is to meet the Texas Central powers at head- 
quarters and close up the alleged negotiations, 
and put in tangible shape the lu formal agree- 
ment that is believed to exist between the two 
Companies. 


THE BELT ROADS, 

The Belt Road organization headed by 
George L. Dunlap is reported to have just 
made a contract with P. B. Shumway for the 
construction of the road, the purchase of 
twenty locomotives, the building of a transfer- 
house at each junction, a round-house for the 
engines, etc. A petition for the use of Robin- 
son avenue has been made to the Cicero 
Trustees, and is now under consideration 
The representatives of the Belt Road state 
that a all the right of way has been ob- 
tained. They made an offer to the Cicero 
Trustees to give a $50,000 bond that work 
would commence within ten days after the 
passage of the ordinance, and that the road 
would be completed within sixty days there- 
after. The right of way in Hyde Park, about 
five miles in length, has been obtained, and 
large water facilities have been secured from 

B. Meeker, who now controls the Calumet 
Canal & Dock Company. 

It now looks as if Chicago is sure to have 
three belt roads instead of one,—one headed 
by George N another under the man- 
agement of Mr. Veston, which claims to 
have the backing of Asyndicate of New York 
bankers to the amount of $10,000,000, and 
still another which the Western Indiana 
Company is now constructing. 


SCOOPED BY CLEVELAND.

CoLuunus. O., June 20.—Cleveland’s grand 
railway scoop on Columbus and Toledo by 
the gobbling up of the Columbus & Hocking 
Valley, lumbus & Toledo, and the Ohio & 
West Virginia Roads is still the sensation of 
the hour and has been the principal topic of 
conversation amoug business-men to-day. 
This noon enough of the stockholders of the 
Columbus & Hocking Valley and Columbus 
& Toledo Railways had signed the papers 
setting forth their willingness to sell their 
respective shares of stock to warrant the 
assertion that these three roads will pass 
into the hands of the Cleveland parties about 
the Ist of July, as was stated in last night’s 
dispatches. Hocking Valley sold for 8180 
and Columbus & Toledo for $125. The terms 
of the Ohio & West Virginia are private, but 
I learn on the best of authority that it sells 
for $80. This is a wonderful jump for all 
three of the lines. West Virginia at one 
time could hardly be given away, and Hock- 
ing Valley went begging on the streets. As

An Interesting Paper on the Sub- 
ject by Dr. Purdy. 


The Evils to Large Cities from the 
Presence of Graveyards. 


Reduction te Ashes Much Less Expensive 
Than Funerals. 


The Cook County Medical Society held its 
monthly meeting atthe Pacific last evening, 
Dr. E. Ingalls presiding, and an unusually large 
number of practitioners attended, probably 
drawn thither by the paper on “ Cremation,’ 
read by Dr. Purdy. The paper, of whichan 
abstract is given, occupied nearly an hour, and 
wus listened to with the greatest interest: 

After giving a sketch of the manner of dispos- 
ing of buman bodies in ancient times by inhuma- 
tion, embalming, and incineration, Dr. Purdy 
said the origin of cremation was obscure. It 
probably arose through a desire to preserve the 
dead from the passions and fury of the ifving, 
but its adoption by the Egyptians, Greeks, and 
Romans was the result of necessity for the pro- 
tection of health. About the end of the fourth 
century the practice was discontinued, owing to 
t growing power of Christianity, whose 
dd@trine of the Resurrection with its strong at- 
tachment to inhbumation brought a great 
influence to bear against it. One of 
the most solid argument in favor of cremation 


was from a sanitary standpoint. 

He gianced at the present burial system, say- 
ing that it was impossibie to preserve the dead 
from the outrages of the living. Grave-diggers 
were often employed to remove bones. Allusion 
was made to overcrowding. It was only a ques- 
tion of time when Graceland, Calvary, and Rose- 
hill would be swept away by the city’s growth. 
Where were the bones of the early settlers and 
the founders of Chicago? Some had been carted 
away, many were still beneath public walks and 
driveways, while the wheeis of reveiry and the 
tread of =pleasure-seekers sounded con- 
Stantiy over their remains. The pages 
of history were filled with stories of 
terrible devastation. Putrid and malignant 
fevers and poriodical diseases often made their 
appearance in populous cities withoutany $ppa- 
rent cause. Might the cause not be the practice 
of interment iu the very midst of our dwellings? 
Epidemics which 

HAD LAID WASTE WHOLE CITIES 
bad originated from burials in temples and 
churches. Both animal and vegetable sub- 
stunces, if subjected to heat and moisture ata 
temperature of 12 degrees F., were converted in 
a little time into a variety of gases which were 
deleterious and deadly in their effects when in- 
baled. It followed that carcasses could not be 
long etposed to heated air without becom- 
ing burtful to persons in the vicinity of 
them. It had been argued that, if 
a thick or heavy layer of earth be interposed 
between the dead material aud the exterual air 
no such gases could reach us, and that they 
could not remain long in their specitic nature., 
but must soon be absurbed vr decomposed and 
destroyed. Tuis argument was not in keepmg 
with the laws of philosophy or practical facts. 
Layers of earth, even to seven teet in depth, 
could no more intercept the transmission of 
ga3 into the atmosphere than they could pre- 


ciude the ultration of water. The power of 


the one was to descend and the other to as- 
cend through a permeable medium. The 
only advantage in the depth of a 
grave was that of rendering silow- 
er septic fermentation. He did not deny 
the gravity of these gases, but this was no. pro- 
tection against them, as the wind would not only 
raise them, but transport them to our dwellmgs. 
Burial-grounds were uuquestionably ruinous to 
health. Mauy sections of population exposed to 
their influences suifered annually diseases and 
death. All engaged in che systeug—the grave- 
diggers, the gurdeners, the repairers of vaults 
and tombstones, the friends who visited the 
graves—were exposed directly. There was no 
redeeming feature about it. 

Under the general adopuon of cremation all 
would be changed, the body being quick- 
ly, cheaply, and barmiesig rendered back 
to atmosphere and earth. The most 
shocking feature of the present system was the 
possibility of living burial. This had nappened 
and would happen. Hardly a graveyard was 
opened but coffins were found contain bodies 
not only turved, but skeletons contort in the 
last bupeless struggle for lite underground. 
Much might be written on the subject of con- 
tum nuuou of springs in the neighborhood of 
graveyards, and there was no limit to the poison- 
ing of Waters. 

Ot late years a tide of opinion seemed to be 
setting in in favor of the old custom. For the 
last decade many eer~ sm physi- 
cians and chemists 0 ltaly bad 
warmly advocated the general adoption 
of cremation, as had others in Switzerland. 
Austria, Germany, and England. The estimates 
for reducing a body in a furnace were from $10 
to $15, but the price a

if the system were generally adopted. The first 

erson cremated im the United States was Col. 

enry Laurens, in 1796, the second Henry Barry, 
aud the third Baron de Paim, whose body was 
reduced to ashes iu the furnace erected by Dr. 
Le Moyne, at Washington, Pa., in 1876. Two 
other corpses bad been diaposed of in the same 
way,—one in Salt Lake City and the other 
in New York. During the first two years after 
the erection of the Washington cremato 
nearly luv applications were made but declined, 
as the furnace was not cogstructed for busi- 
ness purposes. Since Dr. Le Moyne’s death 
his executors have opened the doors, and six- 
teen bodies were incinerated there last year. 
The process of disposing of the dead by crema- 
tion, as proposed and advocated, was uot de- 
struction by tire or Durning in the sense that 
many supposed. The body was reduced to 
ashes by tne chemical action of intense heat at 
a temperature of 2.000 to 3.000 degrees, without 
contact with flame or fire. In the Siemens 
regenerative furnace bodies were reduced 
in un hour or less to from three to six pounds of 
pure white ash or lime dust. Thompson's fur- 
hace reduced a body weighing 144 pounds in 
fifty minutes to about four pounds of ash. 

It nud been argued against cremation that it 
interfered with the doctrine of the resurrection. 
It this be true what becomes of the holy array 
of martyrs who had perished by ure that they 
might become worthy of resurrection, and of 
the many thousands of worthy people 
who had perished in conflagrations? Granting 
the doctrine, cremation did not affect it, 
for & power capable of restoring and refashion- 
ing atoms dispersed through the metamorphosis 
of centuries, would be equally capable of re- 
storing the atoms dispersed by tire in a brief 
hour. A more reasonable objection was the 
depriving of courts of means which often con- 
Vict criminals in poisoning cases. 

THE ADVANTAGES OF THE SYSTEM, 
however, were so weighty as to counterbaiance 
thisobjection. Every system or practice was 
attended by minor evils. Who would prohibit 
public festivals and holidays because theft, 
debt, and drunkenness were increased 
thereby? Not the least objection 
to inhumation was its enormous ex pense,—a 
tax so great on the resources of many poor 
families that it actually amounted to oppres- 
sion. The practice of general cremation would 


‘dispose of the dead more in Keeping with the 


laws of Nature, more safely to the dead and 
living, in short, more desirably in ull respects, 
ata cost less than one-fifteenth the sum now 
squandered to embellish, the earth as a dead 
house. It cost Chieago $1,000,000 annually 
for funerais alone, and IIIinois in 1880 
$6,000,000,—nearly one-third the amount of 
internal revenue yielded by the State for the 
same period. It cost the United States over 
$100,00),000 annually for tunerais,—a saving 
which would pay otf the Nationai debt in fifteen 
years. Tue mouey spent throughout the worid 
for this purpose ip a year was estimated at 
$00,000,000. What a vast amount of want and 
ruisery its judicious exvenditure would save the 
buman race! Adding the sums invested in 
millions of acres of valuable property 
used for burial grounds, the immense 
sums lavished in erecting monuments and 
embellishing graves, the depreciation in the 
value of residence property in the vicinity of 
graveyards, and we had a sum expended in 
maintaining these cities of the dead so stu- 
pendous that it was well calculated to arrest the 
attention of those whuse business it was to deal

Paoli thought that cremation would yet be the 
prebminent mode of disposing of the 
dead, but tike all reforms it would 
huve to be content with Slow 8 He 
thought that it would meet with objection 
from the Orthodox Church as an unholy innova- 
tion. but as it was already making great head- 
way in Europe, so would it come into favor in 
America after a full and free discussion. 

Dr. R. E. Starkweather said the subject of 
cremation was being agitated more and more 
every year, and the time would come when peo- 
pie would ask that it be both legalized and en- 
forced.

n the grave, except in point of rapidity. 
The Doctor thought there was little probability 
that cremation would cover up traces of crime. 
There would be greater care,and cremation 
would be preceded by the necessary examina- 
tion of the ~~ The matter of the funeral 
expenses was of little weight, yet he thought it 
the duty of the profession to correct the dispo- 
sition to extravagant burials. 

Dr. Purdy then alluded briefly to some of the 
remarks made by the speakers. He thought 
Graceland would yet have to give wayto the 
giant strides of Chicago progress; the heaith of 
the population would eveutualiy, demand 
that cemeteries be far removed. He 


thought the only real 
cremation was its possible shielding of crime; 
but believed with Sir Henry Thompson, 
careful examination before cremation would 
remedy the dititicuity. With the adoption of 
cremation its appearance of repulsiveness 
would vanish,and the wonder would be how 
burial with its attendant siow decomposition 
bad ever been tolerated.

THE POND DIVORCE SUIT. 


Vesterday’s Proceedings in This Now 
Celebrated Case—Mrs. Pond’s Mother 
on the Stand—She Mas a Forgetiul 
Memory About Her Various Husbands 

Her Daughter’s Age. 
Spectal Dispatca to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., June 2.—To-day’s eyi- 
dence in the Pond divorce suit was rather 
more sensational than usual. Mrs. Pond’s 
mother, while under cross-examination, was 
found to have a conveniently forgetful mem- 
ory about her various husbands and her 
daughter’s age. She supposed her daugh- 
ter’s father was still living in Boston, but 
slie had not seen him for twenty-five 

Mr. Morse, counsel for Maj. Pond, at- 
tempted to question the witness in regard to 
her divorce, and the questions were objected 
to. Mr. Morse claimed that the fact that 

Mrs. Pond had been a witness in that case, 

that Mrs. Phippen was adjudged guilty 

of adultery, and that she (witness) was now 
testifying in her daughter’s behalf to things 
which the libellant claims are not true, had 
an important bearing on the case as affecting 
the credibility of the witness. The Court 
ruled that, if the record of the court were put 
in, it would probably be exclu@ed because 
the common law does not allow the credi- 
bility of a witness to be affected except by 
the conviction of acrime. The Court was now 
asked to admit the same evidence brought out 
in cross-examination. It could only be for 
the purpose of showing a bias 
on the part of the witness. Perhaps it — — 
be argued that, the daughter having testified 
favorably in the mother’s case, the mother 
was bound to return the favor. or — 
the principle of heredity, what the mother 
would do the daughter would do; but it 
would be hardly fair to try the case on those 
issues, the evidence must be excluded.

At 
11:45 a. m. he was weighed, and the scale regis- 
tered 167% pounds,—a gain in weight of three- 
fourths of a pound since he left the scales Sun- 
day. The register showed that, during the pre- 
ceding twenty-four hours, he had surrounded 
torty-eight ounces of water,—somewhat of an 
increase on his usual allowance. At half-past 4 
o'clock Dr. H. M. Lyman examined the faster 
and made the following record: 

“Griscom seems to be less vivacious than 
when | last saw him. His pulse is considerably 
weaker. As the dynamometer is not strong 
enough, I cannot éstimate the relative muscular 
power. Patellar and ankle reflexes absent.” 

About 2o’clock Griscom drank anotber glass 
of water. During the atternoon he chatted with 
the visitors, who were quite numerous, and at 5 
o'clock ne took a nap. At3o'clock bis temper- 
ature was 97%, his pulse 64, and bis respiration 

About 7 o'clock be supped on a “schvooner”’ 
of water. During the evening he chatted with 
bis watchers on the merits of microscopes and 
kindred subjects, and retired about 11 o'clock.

THE ONE AND TWO CENT STAMP CRAZE. 

A curious change in the style of conducting 
fashionable correspondenge was brought to light 
some time ago by an observ (ng newspaper down 
East. The change consisted in discarding, the use 
of three-cent stamps by the fair sex, and the 
substitution therefor of a one-cent and a two- 
cent stamp. which, owing to the blueness of the 
one and the redness of the other, gave their 
epistolary productions a sort of variegated 
Dolly Varden appearance, which promised to 
become all the rage. Upto this writing, how- 
ever, the fashion bas not extended as far as 
Chicago, and the Post-Othoe people are living in 
the hope that it never will. hile there has 
been an increased demand for two-cent stamps 
of late, that increase is due to other causes. and 
bas not been accompanied by tne corresponding 
increasewmecessary to tie introduction of the 
new fashion iu the demand for one-cent “ stick- 
ers.“ THs TRIBUNE reporter at the Government 
Building, in the course of his investi- 
gations yesterday, went even further 
than this in his determination to dis- 
cover whether the one and two cent 
wave had struck this latitude, and obtained con- 
vine proof that it badnot. In company with 
Capt. MoGrath, the Superintendent of Mails, he 
inspected several batcnes of Chicago letters ad- 
dressed to peopie in and out of the city, as they 
lay in the cases, and found but very few 
which bore the biue-and-red combination. The 
exceptions were mostly business letters,— 
known to be such by the handwriting and the 

rinted matter on the envelopes,—wbose writers 

ad evidently used the blue and the red, not be- 
cause it was fashionable, but because it was 
more convenient. In other words, they huap- 
ned to be out of threes.“ Not more than one 
etter out of a hundred, addressed in a feminine 
hand, bore anything but the ordinary three-cent 
stamp. The reason why the Post-omee 
people are praying that the fashion will 
never attack the ladies of Chicago is 
a very simple and a very good one. Under the 
rules of the Chicago Post-Office, the employes at 
the canceling-desks are required to carry the 
combination canceling and post-marking stamp 
from the ink-pad to each particular tage- 
stamp stuck on an envelope, instead of cancel- 
mg two in a lump, or two separately after only 
one trip to the pad. In this way the impression 
on the tago- stamp is always clear. instead of 
dim. f course, where a three-cent stamp is re- 
placed by a one and a two, it makes an extra 
trip of the hand from the pad to the envelope, 
or, in other words, imposes double labor. Should 
the fashion ever be transplanted here, and be- 
come general, anybody can see that Mr. Palmer 
will have to hire several more cancelers, or al- 
low mail matter to accumulate from the sheer 
inability of his present force to cope with it. 
OFF-COLOR “ CREAM.” 


„Dr.“ Cream turned up yesterday morning at 
Commissioner Hoyne’s office, in company with 
Dan Munn, whom be had secured to beip bim 
out of his troubles in connection with the send- 
ing of scurrilous and indecent postal- ecards to a 
furrier named Martin. Mr. Munn pleaded great 
pressure ot business, and said the pressure 
would continue all the week, and asked the 
Commissioner to oblige bim by holding the thing 
off. The examination was finally continued 
until next Monday moraing at 100 clock, when 
Mr. Munn will either be ready to go on, or, as is 
not unlikely, will waive the preliminary examina- 
tion, and let the matter go to the Grand Jury. 
The Government officers claim to have a case 
against Cream that is sure to stick 
him. When be was brought in Satur- 
day. he in 80 many words admitted 
having written and mailed the abominabie 
pustals, and pleaded ignogance of the law as his 
only excuse, adding that people over in Canada 
did this sort of thing and never got into trouble 
for it. It might have been somewhat difficult to 
show on a trial that he had actually mailed the 
carda, or caused them to be mailed, though the 
inference would have been clearly in that di- 
rection, since the handwriting could easily be 
proven, and it would bave been ridiculous to 
suppose that a man had resorted to writing 
letters and postal- cards merely for the fun of 
writing them and then not mailed them. When 
au man writes and signs such vile effusions 
as these, and they are delivered in 
the course of the mails to the 
person addressed, the inevitablé presumption is 
that he mailed them himself or had somebody 
do it for him, which, in the eye of the law, is the 
same thing. Cream's curious plea of ignorance, 
however, was a palpabie admission that he had 
both written and mailed them, and if he should 
by any possibility discover the smallest l@pp- 
hole of eacape he will be luckier than most n.

THE EXPOSITION, 
WHAT THE STOCK COST THE OWNERS, 

A paragraph was printed in Sunday's TRIBUNE 
which, referring to thé recent confegence be- 
tween the Council Committee and the Otlicers of 
the Exposition Company, stated that - the latter 
wece willing to sell their stock for 50 cents on 
the dollar, which, after all, was severul times 
more than it cost them. The reporter who wrote 
this item fellamong the bears,—among people 
who were making an effort to run down the value 
of this stock, possibly for speculative purposes. 

As a matter of fact, that stock cost the holders 
every cent of its face, and more, as the follow - 
ing figures wilishow. By the time the building 
was completed in 1873, there had been paid in in 
cash on stock $171,000. Mostof that money at 
the time it was paid was worth 8, 9, or 10 r 
cent per annum. There were passed six div- 
idends, representing $80,000, which makes the 
full amount paid in equivalent to $250,000. The 
actual amount of stock is $249,600. There have 
been paid turee dividends,—one of 7 per cent 
and two of 6, amounting in all to $79,000. This 
is all which bas been received by the stock- 
hoiders on their original investment. All 
the remaining earnings have gone to re- 
pair the building, to extend it, and 
to make it better suited for the 
1 for which it was originally designed. 

t is not impossible that many stockholders are 
ready to seil at 50 cents on the dollafstock which 
shows no signs of becoming productive. But 
the statement that it had cost them anything 
less than par is incorrect. It has cost them, as 
it now stands. not ooly par, but far beyond that. 

In the light of these facts it is difficult to see 
why some of the Aldermen make war upon an 

stitution which is productive of immense bene- 

ts to the city, which brought it, it was esti- 
mated in the first year it was established, $6,000, - 
000, and which beings it inanow yearly from 812.

OLD PEOPLE’S HOME. - 

Judge Smith yesterday morning gave an opin- 
jon in the m ndamus case of Mary W. Blodgett 
against the Old People’s Home. Ske had been 
expelled from the Home for willful disobedience 
of its rules, and then filed a petition for manda- 
mus to compel the managers to restore ber. 
The managers replied that the institution was a 
private alfuir, that its inmates were bound to 
obey all reasonable rules made for their guid- 
ance, but that petitioner by her disobedience 
had forfeited her rights and had been lawtully 
expelled. Demurrers were filed to the pleas, 


and arwued at length. 

The Judge in deciding the demurrers said that 
on the demurrers the defendant might attack 
the petition as well as the pieas, and the peti- 
tioner might attack the defendant's an swer, so 
that the whole record was open tor ex amina- 
tion as to all legal questions arising thereunder. 
The Home was a corporation. organized under a 
general law providing for a .bome for aged per- 
sous, where they migut spend their remaiuing 
years in circumstances of comfort and usefui- 
ness. Each inmate as a geheral rule was 
obli to pay $30 on entering, but Mrs. 

tt was admitted without doing so by a 
special agreement with the Chicago Relief * 
Aid Society which required the Home to admit 
twenty-five persons free. It was fair to pre- 
zume she furnisbed ber room, as the notice of 
her dismissal stated she was at liberty to re- 
move der property and effects in the Home. 
When, therefore, she accepted the benetits of 
that contract between the Home and the Relief 
and Aid Society, entered, and furnished, and took 

ion of ber room, the arrangement be- 
came so far executed that sue from that time 
acquired a vested right to be continued as an 
inmate vf the Home upon an equal footing with 
others who bad paid their $400 into the treasury, 
and she could not therenfter be rightfully dis- 
missed, even with the approval of the Relief and 
Aid Society, except for just and sufficient cause, 
consisting of her own misconduct. Sbe could 
not be rightfully selected for dismissal for 
wanting sumcient funds with which to properly 
ntain the institudon so long as it should be 
epton foot. As to the question of the power 
ot the managers to make rules and regulations 
for the guver ument of the inmates, and to expe] 
the latter for non-compliance therewith, the 
right to adopt by-laws by way of rules and regu- 
lations for the management of its affairs was one 
of ths inberent powers of all corporations. 
Uf course, such by-laws must be reasonabie and 
germaue to the general objects and pu es of 
the corporation. The contrvuiling consideration 
was the nature and purpuses of the corporation. 
If a by-law was clearly alien to its nature, and 
a departure from ite purpose, it would be heid 
ultra vires and void; if not, and it was con- 
sistent with the general laws of the land, it 
would be valid. That had been decided in the 
rd of T cases. The power of expulsion 

or dismissai, also, for violations of its by-laws, 
was one of the inherent wers of a corpora- 
tion, and that power did not depend on 
a specifiC grant. As the power to adopt 
rules and reguiations for the management of 
the institution was vestedin the defendant, of 
course a wide discretion as to what rules should 
be 3 rested witn it, and not with the

THE ENGLISH JOCKEYS. 


Archer and Fordham—The Style in 
Which the Former Lives. 
New York Evenine Post. 

The reporter asked Maj. Hubbard why 
American jockeys were not sent to England 
with American horses to prevent the criti- 
cism like that made upon Iroquois’ success— 
that Archer really won the race by superior 
riding. He replied that good jockeys are far 
more plentiful in England than here, and 
that such combinations of pluck, physical 
strength, and judgment as are found in 
Archer and Fordham are rare. Such a 
jockey knows by instinet what a horse can 
do: a few strokes of the whip too many lose 
a race and so may afew strokes too few. It 
is a delicate matter and requires fine judg- 
ment. Maj. Hubbard admits that Arcner’s 
riding had a good deal to do with winning 
the Derby. Fordham, who rode Foxhall, 
began to ride in 1851. He retired from 
the turf with a fortune, and lost it in 
speculation. He is, after Archer, the 
most popular jockey of the day, and has 
been called the Demon Rider.“ on account 
of his extraordinary energy in urging a horse 
forwaid at the end of the race. Archer, the 
chief jockey of England, is a remarkable 
personage, petted like a prima donna, the 
companion of sporting Lords, and his serv- 
ices are intrigued and paid for ata rate of 
remuneration known only on the turf. His 
movements are chronicled as carefully as 
those of a Prince of the Royal blood. His 
visiting cards — constant demand. He is 
surrounded 1 host of parasites, his 
mounts are bae ed to the shortest odds; the 
opinion of the animal he rides is most anx- 
jously solicited by the owner and trainer: 
while the gamblers who pin their faith to 
him are pleased with even asmile from his 
valet. Moreover, he ears a larger income 
than a Prime Minister. Areber’s regular 
fees are $2 for the mount if he wins, $15 if 
he loses, and $10 for a trial. These fees 
are the smallest part of his income, not- 
withstanding that he rides iu a vast number 
of races every year. In 1875, he won 172 
races; in 1876, he won 207; in 1877 he won 
218: in 1879, 197, and in 1880, 120. Ile has not 
ridden so many horses during the last two 
years on account of a savage bite from Muley 
Eddris, which disabled one of his arms for 
several months. The fees for races are in- 
significant compared to the presents made 
to him iby owners of the horses he has rid- 
den. Gold watches, diamond rings, riding 
horses, dog carts, yachts, suits of clothes, 
hats, cases of champagne, etc., are quite 
common. Money gifts accompany these 
smaller testimonials of gratitude. He got 
$5,000 from Mr. Lorillard for winning the 
Derby, and Mr. Keene is to ive Fordham 

2,500 for winning the Grand Prix of Paris. 
Still larger sums than these have been 
given. ‘he jockey who won the Derby 
ten years ago with Hermit was 
presented with $15,000, The policy 
of paying such sums to jockeys 
has been much criticised, but the amount of 
money at stake is 80 large that it is thought 
wise to protect the jockey against corrupt of- 
fers. Archer has only to ride his appointed 
horse. He keeps a valet to assist him in 
changing his dress. He travels from one 
race meet to another in a first-class car- 
riage, probably the companion of the noble- 
man by whom he is employed. In winter he 
rides to hounds, or rides to town. In 1876 
he is reported to have earned 360,000. The 
customs of to-day in the matter of regarding 
jockeys arein contrast with those of half a 
century ago. John Day wasa chief jockey 
in his time and won the two great races one 
year. The Duke sae his 1 Sent 
for him and said: “Jabn Day, 1 am going 
to make you a ite. for the * in 
which you have ridden my horses this week. 
I am about to give you £20 in bank notes.“ 
This was a handsome present for those days, 
when a successful jokey, if a married man, 
was generally given a side of bacon, a bag of 

‘tatoes, or a barrel of home-brewed ale and 
is usual wages. Then horse-riders were 
grooms rather than jockeys. 


HARRISBURG. 


Veto of the Judicial 
Bill. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., June 18.—Gov. Hoyt to- 
day vetoed the Judicial Apportionment bill 
passed at the recent session of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature. This bill proposed to in- 
crease thenumber of Judges to nine,and would 
have added $40,000 to the $460,000 required 
annually to pay the Judges of the several 
Courts in the State. The veto is based inain- 
ly on the fact that the bill sought to establish 
separate Judicial districts in three counties 
having less than 40,000 inhabitants, accord- 
ing to the last decennial census, a plain vio- 
lation of the State Constitution.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks were dull, and the movements of the 
day without significance. Vanderbilts were 
weak. Western Union was strong, but at the 
close New York brokers reported that they bad 
detected an attempt ou Gould's part to sell 
which he bad not been able to carry out. It had 
been expected that the decision in the WilNams 
case would be rendered yesterday, but it did not 
come. It will be favorable, but its effect has 
already been discounted. 

Vanderbilts showed nosuch tendency to re- 
cover us had been expected. They were weak 
all day. Trouble continues in rates, but the 
volume of eastward bound business is much 
greater this year than iast, contrary to the 
general impression. New York papers declare 
that a war is imminent in passenger rates be- 
cween New York and Chicago. For two or three 
weeks rates have been opealy cut from Chicago 
to New York, and forthe same leugth of time 
before that it was possible to buy tickets from 
the regular agents of the Pennsylvania, New 
York Central. Erie, and Baltimore & Ohio roads 
at several dollars less than the schedule rate. 
Thé same thing bas been true of tickets west 
from New York, but not to so great an extent. 
The cut rate from Chicago to New York over all 
the lines has been $15, and on Friday tickets 
began to be sold in St. Louis by way of Chicago 
for $18, whereas the regular rate is $24.29 

It is denied by Gould that he has any interest 
in the elevated roads. The report that he was buy- 
ing arose,we are informed on the best of authori- 
ty. from the strategy of Russel Sage, who, hav- 
ing been saddled with a lot of Metropolitan on 
puts he had sold, transferred 100 shares to Gould 
and 100 to Dillon without their knowledge.

New York, June 2.—This week opened on 
the Stock Exchange with au unsettied tone to 
the speculation, and in the early dealings prices 
moved with great irregularity. The general 
tendency, however, was in the direction of lower 
figures, and before noon a decline ranging from 
* to 4 had taken place, the latter in New York 
Elevated, Metropolitan, Manhattan, Western 
Union, Lake Shore, Lake Erie & 
Western, Union Pacific, Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western, and Columbus, Chicago & Indiana 
Central being also conspicuous therein. After 
the First Board the market became somewhat 
firmer, and a strong purchasing movement was 
inaugurated, which resulted in a steady appre- 
ciation in values, the highest figures 
being touched after the Second Board. 
when the improvement ranged from \ to 
2%, the latter In Western Union, purchases 
of this stock being induced by the decision of 
Judge Truax dismissing the complaint in the 
suit of William 8. Williams against the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. The other shares 
which were prominent in the upward movement 
were Cedar Falls & Minnesota, and the Elevated 
Railway shares. In the final dealings a 
sharp pressure to sell prevailed, which was 
most pronounced in Western Union and Peoria, 
Decatur & Evansville, the last named leading 
the downward movement. The decline ranged 
from K to % as compared with the best prices of 
the day. The general market closed weak, with 
a downward tendency. 

The money market worked quite smoothly 
throughout the entire day, there being large 
offerings of capital at low rates of intcrest. 
Call loans on pledge of acceptable steck 
cullaterai ranged between 2% and 3% per cent, 
the lowest rate being current at the close. The 
Government bond dealers supplied their ro- 
quirements at 2 per cent. Time-loans were 
quoted at 244,@4 per cent, according to the 
length of time and the collateral.

car rejected; 2 cars Bo. 3 barley, 3.500 bu No, 2 
do. Total (1,586 cars); 860,000 bu. Inspected out: 
131,207 bu wheat, 601,768 bu corn, 101,124 bu oats, 
121 bu rye, 2,136 bu barley. 

The leading produce markets were far from 
being allin the same mood yesterday. Provis- 
ions were rather weak, chiefly in pork and short 
ribs, but with rather more doing. They seemed 
to weaken, chiefly in sympathy with lower 
prices for bogs at the Stock-Yards, the receipts 
there being large. Wheat was stronger, but 
with less doing; and there was a decided nar- 
rowing of the difference between the prices for 
July and August, which was probably due toa 
revival of the shipping movement. Corn was 
steady and firm, with a good shipping demand, 
and futures seemed to be sustained partly Py 
that fact. The receipts were larger, but 
with a much greater percentage of 
lower grades, supposed to be due to 
damp weatber. Oats had an early “ fainting 
spell,” possibly because some one was injudi- 
cious enough to bring a bundle of new oats on 
the floor; but whether it was the sight or the 
smell of them that sickened “ the boys” no one 
seemed to know; they reacted later. Rye was 
steady, and bariey again lifeless. Mess pork 
closed 150 lower. at $16.224%@16.25 for July and 
$16.374@16.40 for August. Lard closed 5c lower, 
at $10.90@10.92% for July and the same for 
August. Short ribs closed 5c lower. at $8.40@ 
8.42% for August. Wheat ciosed firmer, at $1.11 % 
@1.12 for July and $1.12@1.12% tog August. Corn 
closed Me higher, at 454@45\%cfor July and 45% 
Ge for August. Oats closed at 374%@87%c for 
June, Anh e for July, and 28@28%c for 
August. Rye closed at 814%@8lXe for August 
and 814%@81%c for September. Barley ciosed 
nominally at $1.10 for No. 2 and 880 for No. 3. 
Hogs were 10@15c lower, closing firm at the de- 
cline, at $5.70@6.06 for light and at $5.70@6.25 for 
heavy. Cattlewere unchanged, with sales at 
$2.75@ 6.00. 

Dry goods were reported quiet, with no impor- 
tant brice- changes. Cottons are very strong, as 
stocks both in agents’ and distributors’ hands 
are exceptionally light. Boots and shoes are 
meeting with a limited demand at steady values. 
The grocery market was fairly active and gen- 
eraily firm. Sugars, coffees, and teas are still 
the centre of interest. There was an unchanged 
market for domestic and foreign dried fruits. 
Canned goods and fish were also quoted as be- 
fore. The movement in dairy products was ona 
liberal scale, prices ranging the same as on Sat- 
urday. Fine goods are not in excessive supply, 
and holders are confident. The demand for bag- 
ging is somewhat improved, but prices are un- 
changed. Olls were generally steady. Coal re- 
mained dull. Pig-iron was weak. 

The hay market was weak, and in order to 
effect sales from 300 to $1.00 had to be conceded 
from Saturday's prices. The receipts continue 
very large. Broom-corn was fairly active at 
the quotations ranging for the past week. 
Grease moves sluggishly at our quotations. In 
green fruits there was a good supply of ali de- 
scriptions, strawberries selling at lower figures. 
Hides are quiet, grubby showing some weak- 
ness. Many dry hides are now coming from the 
Upper Missouri country, and are going into 
store. Hop-dealers report a steady trade, with 
only a fair stock of the medium grades. New 
potatoes sell at $2.75@3.00 per bri ina jobbing 
way. Tallow is firmer, with the best city and 
country rendered a trifie higher. In wool there 
is a fair business, but low prices still rule. There 
was little doing in sceds, offerings of clover and 
timothy being light. Flaxseed sold to some ex- 
tent at $1.18, and Hungarian was weak at 70@ 
750. 

Lake frei ghts were weak and untettlod in con- 
sequence of the reports of large rail engage- 
ments for grain. For corn to Buffalo, 3c was the 
ruling bid late in the day, and 3\c was offered 
in only a few instances. Owtng to this state of 
the market, vessels were generally held off, or, 
if chartered, their owners thought best to with- 
hold tne tact. Two vessels were chartered with 
corn for Erie and one with flax for Buffalo, tak- 
ing 100,000 bu of the former and 24,000 bu of the 
latter. 

Rail freights were active on the basis of 180 
per 100 ibs of grain to New York, 180 to Phila- 
delphia, and 12c to Baltimore. Room for about 
500,000 bu wheat and some other grain was re- 
ported to bave been taken. There were rumors 
of afurther break, as low as 100 being named 
by some parties, but there were no facts stated 
which warrant the inference that a further cut 
has been made. Through freights are quoted at 
40c on provisions to Liverpool and 7 do to 
Antwerp. Flour freights are quoted at 2%c 
to Liverpool and 38 to Giasgow. 

The aggregate receipts of wheat reported yes- 
terday at Ubicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, St. Louis, 
and Detroit were 259,000 bu. The corresponding 
shipments were 365,000 bu. The aggregate ship- 
ments from New York, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more were 309,000 bu.

THE VACANT JUDGESHIPS. 


Was the Legislature Authorized in 
Providing for the Continuance of 
Certain Judges in Office? 

Spetial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Quincy, III., June W.—Some time ago a 
dispatch to Tak Tamer from this place 
mentioned the fact that a question had been 
raised here as to the validity of the laws 
passed at the recent session of the Lilinois 

Legislature by which it appears to be neces- 

sary for certain county officers to hold over 

one year from the time at which their legal 
terms expire. In some quarters the press of 
State has presented a different view 
from that expressed in the dispatch referred 
to, and it has been urged that a fuller state- 
ment ought now to be made. 
Lt case would seem to be very simple.

the Legislature has en- 
acted the law necessary for carrying the 
provisions of the amendment into effect. It 
also repealed the law which called for the 
election of these officers in November of 1881, 
and then, discovering that the effect of these 
two acts would be to create a vacancy of a 
year In all these offices, it passed a little act 
providing that wherever, in this State, vacan- 
cies shall occur in any offices, the then in- 
cumbents shall hold over, ~ 4 giving new 
bonds, until their successors shall be elected 
and qualified. Now, it was well understood 
in the Legislature that this act was intended 
to continue all the officers referred to for one 
year beyond the expiration of the term for 
which y were elected. If this statement 
of the case is correct, as itis believed to be, 
the question becomes a simple one of 
the constitutional limitation of legislative 
power. On general principles, it is not 
competent for the Legislature to extend the 
term of an officer beyond the period for 
which the people elected him, nor to abridge 
any of the penalties attached to a violation 
of his trust at the time of his assuming it. 
But in Illinois this limitation of legislative 
power is not left to rest merely on a general 
principle, for Sec. 28 of Art. 4 of the Con- 
stitution of 1870 specifically prohibits the 
Legislature from extending the term of an 
officer after and beyond the period for which 
he was elected. 

Now to this it will be said that the Laie 
lature has not passed an act extending the 
term of these officers beyond the period for 
which they were elected. This is very true; 
but it has deliberately and probably with 
purpose, passed three acts the combined 
effect of which is so to continue these officers 
and thus — indirectly what it could 
not do 8 This. as pa oe can see, is 
in violation of a well-established principle of 
law. To state it briefly, as the gislature 
could not pass an * which, in specific 
language, extended the terms of certain offi- 
cers for a year beyond the expiration ot their 
legal ineumbency, could it pass a series of 
acts reaching same end indirectly? 
Manifestly it could not. 

It is alleged that the clause authorizing in- 
cumbents to held until their successors are 
elected and qualified will be sufficient to con- 
tinue the present officers for the intervening 
year up to November, 1882, But in this case 
the old bonds would have been sufficient, for 
they bind the persons giving them until their 
successors are elec and qualified. The 

enactment of the law requiring a new bond 
to be given points at once to the fact 
Legislature saw the situation and endeavored 
to bridge over the year of vaeancy, and in 
doing so it did, in effect, what the Vonstitu- 
tion — it from doing in direct terms.

The Power to Suspend Sentence In- 
herent in the Court. : 


Judge McAllister’s Olear-Cut Opinion 
Concerning It. 


——a 


For some days back, certain Chicago papers 
have been making assaults upon Judge Anthony 
for bis action in the case of young Finucane, 
who pleaded guiity, wih Mkay and the two 
Cavanaughs, in the Union Rollmg- Mul safe- 
breaking case. The Judge seutenced Finucane 
toa year and a half imprisonment in the Peni- 
tenttary. and then suspended the sentence. On the 
suggestion of one of the officers of the Court, 
he was sent to jail until restoration was made 
of whatever amount remained due the 
Rolling-Mili Company. ‘The first question 
to be decided iu a ease ot this kind is whether 
Judge Anthony's action was legal. If not, then 
nothing caw be satd in excuse of it. If legal, 
then the propriety of his action depends upon 
the facts in that Ye eo case, with which he is 
pres umed to well sequainted, be haviag 

eurd — aud being familiar with the parties.

4 with retard to the legal aspect of 
cus, — that is, us to whether the Court actualiy 
possessed tho power to suspend sentence of 
a convicted felon for any reason whatever. 
Judge Authony sald it was his Orm betief that 
the Court had such power.

Itbhink the 
Court possesses it, the same as it possesses that 
to arrest judgment Oy that in one case the 
reason is found in the record, in the other in the 
circumstances. 

itis onlyatfow ycare and only a few 
months before the death of Mr. Justice Willes, 
he bad presided at t trial of à lady for mur- 
der. She was found guilty, but be, being satis- 
fied that the verdict was unjust, suspended the 
sentence. 

In a case decided by the Supreme Court of 
Michigan, I think, within the last six years, that 
Court held that the order suspending sentence 
was so effectual that the accused could not be 
brought in at a subsequent term and sentenced. 

I believe in the necessity of the power, and 
have many times exercised it in the interest of 
justice and humanity. 

A Criminal Court run upon unbending, iron 
rules is acurof Juggernaut, crushing everything 
beneath it. It is an instrument uch inthe 
agaregate of its results, if run ju that way, will 
do more positive injustice and more harm 
to humanit than all the crimes 
registered n its voluminous records. 
1 would never hold the Court a day 
if I bad noright to exercise discrenon and follow 
the dictates of mercy in mauy of the cases of 
the unfortunate creatures who are brought into 
that Court. In fact, Judge Anthony, you will 
find on experience, if you are a man of feeling. 
as I think you are, that it requires more wisdom 
than mere man ever yet possessed to administer 
that Court and prevent wanton sacrifice of bu- 
man rights. The power you speak of is the only 
one by which the poor, ignorant, and heipless 
can be * 1. cousiderate, meroi- 
ful Judge. pectfully yours, ete.

This letter, Judge . said, confirmed 
him in the belicf that the action taken by bim 
and other Judges in a certain class of cases was 

strictly legal. There was not a Circuit Judge 
throughout the whole State of Lilinois but bad 
suspended sentence in scores of cases. It had 
been done over and over again in the Criminal 
Court of Cook County, and he could see no rea- 
sop, except a political one, why be should be 
made the target of abuse for doing what had 
been done so often before. As to the order with 
res to the restitution of the money, Judge 
Anthony said that the proposition to restore the 

remainder of the stolen property — made by 
the attorneys of Finucane without any sugges- 
tion from bim, The statute — tor the 
restoration of stolen property to the owner, aud 
he had nothing to do with any bargain or agrec- 
ment whatever. 

Judge Anthony said that there was no statu- 
tory right that be knew of for the Court to ro- 
mitor suspead the sentence found by a jury. 
That right was one invherent to his position, and 
the richt had been exercised so often that he 
wondered to hear it questioned. In that matter 
every one of the Judges who had lately occupied 
the bench in the Criminal Court bad suspended 
sentences, often at the intercession of the prose- 
cutors themselves.

THE METHODISTS. 

The Methodist mintsters assembled in full 
force at the Book-Concern Building yesterday 
forenoon. Presiding-Elder W. C. Willing, D. D., 
occupied the chair. and the subject before the 
meeting was The Old and the New Versions as 
Related to Methodism,’’—a paper read by the 
Rev. J. M. Caldwell.

Jefferson Davis’ history of the Civil War 
,baving provoked a great deal of criticism 
and much that is adverse among some of the 


t military men who fought for the 
—— a Herald reporter called on Gen. 
Longstreet to get his views of the book and 
its statements with regard to important 
events of the War. The General had just ar- 
rived from Constantinople, where he was 
United States Minister, and is on his way to 
Georgia to fill the position of United States 
Marshal there. Although one of the most 
distinguished Confederate officers, he has 
escaped. it appears, that censure or personal 
controversy on military matters in which 
Gen. Joe Johnston and other officers have 
become involved, and he can therefore take 
a calm and unbiased retrospective view af 
the events in which he wasan actor. Then, 
he has become more reconciled to what has 
proved inevitable and the present state of 
sthings than many other Confederates. 
ait is fair to assume, therefore, that 
‘after sixteen years have elapsed since the 
Civil War ended _his opinion of that 
struggle and of the action of those engaged 
in it is likely to be impartial. During the in- 
terview with Gen. Longstreet, Gen. Manstield 
Lovell and Col. Maclean, ex-Confederate offi- 
cers, entered his apartments and assisted in 
correcting statements made in the history of 
the Civil War, both by Mr. Davis and Gen. 


Badeau. 
THE PRINCIPLES INVOLVED. 

Gen. Longstreet was first asked what he 
thought of the groundwork or the corner- 
stone on which Mr. Davis’ history is built— 
namely: the righteousness of the principles 
for which the Confederates fought. He re- 
plied that the extreme State-rights doctrine, 
when put in force so as to break up the Fed- 
eral Government, has proved a fallacy, and 
must henceforth be so regarded, and that the 
reactionary tendency has been since the War 
to thé opposit extreme,—to consolidation. 
But the time is coming, he said, when the 
true State-rights theory, local self-govern- 
mentin the Union, will be established ona 
firm basis, the War having settled forever the 
question of the right of secession. 

Mr. Davis having said a good deal about 
the causes which led to his election as Presi- 
dent of the Confederate States, and that he 
did not desire the office, Gen. Longstreet 


was asked for his opivion on this matter. 
Ile remarked that Mr. Davis referred, prob- 
ably, to his election at Montgomery as Pro- 
i al President, as it was known that he 
did make an effort to be elected at Richmond 
as the regular President for the coustitu- 
tional term of six years. While he did not 
know much about the political movements 
at the time, he presumed that Mr. Davis was 
chosen President for the reasons he assigned 
in his book, „ perhaps, because the dele- 
ay ret it he was a statesman. 

Arding the severe and denunciatory 
language of Mr. Davis toward the Federals 
in the passage, “‘ We now entef üdon those 
terriole scenes of wrong and blood in which 
the Government of the United States, driven 
to desperation by our successful resistanc 
broke through every restraint of nation 
law, of justice, — of humanity,” Gen, 
Longstrect said he did not care to express 
his opinion on the severity of the War as ex- 
pressed by Mr. Davis, but observed that war 
under any circumstances is necessarily ter- 
rible and marked by scenes of inhumanity, 

and that in civil war these are apt to be in- 
tensified by the passions being more aroused. 
; THE BATTLE OF MANASSAS. 

Gen. Longstreet did not hesitate to say 
that che Confederates made a great mistake 
in not following up the victory at Manassas 
and taking possession of Washington, which 
he believes now, as he believed then, could 

‘have been done. In his opinion that would 
have led to the border States rally to 
their support, toa large party in the North 
demanding a peaceful settlement between 
the two sections of the.conntry, to the recog- 
nition of the Confederates by European 
Powers, and, probably, to the supremacy of 
that partyin the South which would have 
preferred a temporary political revolution in 
the Union to secession. He was at that bat- 
tle, and was, he says, in favor of immediate 
pursuit of the Federais. With regard to 
the conflicting statements as to who was 

nsible for not pursuing the Fed- 
erals he would not decide. He said, how- 
ever, the general impression was that Mr. 
Davis. who arrived at the battle-field about 
the time the Federal rout took place, was 
responsible, although Mr. Davis says in his 

— ged | that he not only suggested the pur- 
suit of the enemy, but that he actually dic- 
tated an order for immediate pursuit, though 
afterward he modified that order himself, so 
that instead of immediate pursuit it should 
be commenced at early dawn.

SOME GENERALS AND GENERALSHIP. 

Gen. Longstreet expressed the opinion that 
Mr. Davis. in his book, writes in terms too 
glowing of Albert Sidney Johuston. He can- 
not sustain Mr. Davis with regard to Gen. 
Jobnston’s skill as a Field Marshal. John- 
stoh, he went on to say, made a failure at 
Fort Donelson. While Gen. Pillow was in 
immediate command he was under Gen. 
Johnston, who had his headquarters at the 
time, Gen. Longstreet believes, at Nashville. 
Had Gen. Johnston taken all: his troops at 
Bowling Green, which would have added to 
Pillow’s force 15,000 to 20,000 men, and con- 
centrated them in front of Grant at Fort 
Donelson, Grant would have been beaten. 

With regard to Pemberton’s failure at 
Vicksburg, Gen. Longstreet said that the 
fault was with Mr. Davis in appointing that 
general to command there. Pemberton. 
though superior and skillful as a division 
commander, was not, in the opinion of mili- 
tary men, altogether a proper one for an 
army in the field or in action. In this as in 
other cases, he said Mr. Davis’ judgment had 
been influenced by his partiality or prejudice, 

Mr. Davis’ critical remarks on Gen, Grant’s 
action in cutting the canal opposit Vicksburg 
for admitting the passage of vessels froma 

int above to one below the city, Gen. 

ngstreet regards as hypercritical, The 
failure was due more to the enginéers at 
work, he said, than to the design. ren this 
cutting might have been on the part of Grant 
intended to deceive the enemy and to create 
a diversion. 

The opinion having been expressed by one 
of the ex-Confederate offcers preseut at the 
interyiew that the proper route for the 
Federal army to Richmond in the last 
campaign against the city was, as in the 
first, in 18682, when Gen. McClellan com- 
manded the army, by the James River, Gen. 
Longstreet remarked that under the con- 
ditions imposed by President Lincoln and 
the circumstances then existing that was not 
the route to be taken. 

Gen. Longstreet said the battle of Gettys- 
burg was the turning-point of the War. Still 
it was not the last opportunity for the Con- 
federates to acquire success. He regarded 
the battle of Chickamauga,in September, 
1868, as the last chance. There never was a 
chance after that. Had the Confederates 
ſollowed up their advantages, he said, and 
the first success, the result of the War might 
have been different. This —— up the 
name of Gen. Bragg: but Gen. Longstreet 
observed, in reply to questions, that he did 
not like to say anything about Bragg. The 
Confederates might have broken up or de- 
stroyed Gen. Rosecrans’ army and advanced 
to the Ohio River, which would have drawn 
detachments from other Federal 
the Confederate front to defend the West, 
thus dividing their forces and protracting the 
War possibly to a successful issue. Fail 
in this there appeared to be no other groun 
for hope. 

FIGHTING AT A DISADVANTAGE. 

“Toward the latter end of the War,“ Gen. 
Longstreet remarked, every soldier lost b 
the Coufederates was a dead loss, which 
could not be supplied by recruits. Resources 
in men as well as in needful military sup- 
plies, clothing, money, and other things, were 
being daily rapidly exhausted. Gen. Gran 
then in supreme command of the Federa 
forces, untrammeled, or but little tram- 
meled, from Washington, could constantly 
and quickly supply all his losses, having 
boundless resources of every kind to draw 

n.“ 

At the beginning of what is known as the 
Petersburg campaign,—that is, the last cam- 
paign,—Gen. Longstreet said the Confederate 
army had not over thirty-eight thousand 
men in all. In addition to three divisions of 
effective men under himself, amounting to 
14,000, there were Hill's corps, about as 
strong or a little stronger, the remnant of 
Jackson's old corps, about 6,000 to 7,000, and 
then Ewell’s force, which had not over 3,000 
to 4,000. This was exclusive of cavairy. 
The cavalry did not amount to 
more than between 4.000 and 5.000 
men, which was composed of Hamp- 
ton’s, the two Lees’, Geary’s and Rosser’s. 
They had plenty of artillery, and much more 
than was used. Gen. Longstreet was sta- 
tioned on the left bank of the James River, 
or Richmond side. At the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox there were hardly 10,000 men, and 
probably not over 8,000 under arms. In this 
concluding campaign Gen. Grant had prob- 
ably 100,000, Gen. Longstreet observed, or as 
many as he wanted. The Federals were 
twice the number at least of the Confederates. 
Gen. Longstreet estimates that in the Wilder- 
ness campaign the Confederates had not 
more than 50,000 men, exclusive of cavalry 
and not over 58,000 in all, while the Federal 
force, includmg Burnside’s command, 
amounted to 110,000 men. Gen. Longstreet 
went on to say thata great deal had been 
said at the North. about..the Confederates 
being well supplied with arms at the 
commencement of the struggle; that during 
the Buchanan Administration the Southern- 
ers in the Cabinet provided fur coming events 
by transferring arms to the South, and that 
these were seized at the commencement of 
the conflict; but, he added, realfy the great 
trouble with the Southerners at first was the 
want ot arms. Guns of every description, he 
declared, were eagerly raked up wherever 
they could be found—some of them were in- 
effective ones—and were distributed but 
slowly to the recruits who were long waiting 
for them. Men were for weeks and even 
months waiting in Richmond and other 
places tillarms could be manufactured or 
changed for their use. There was, too, he 
said, a like scarcity of powder, and the caves 
in the different localities were eagerly and 
industriously explored for saltpetre with 
which to manufacture powder. 

TRYING TO BRING ABOUT PEACE. 

While the conversation with Gen. Long- 
street was going on and the question of peace 
was adverted to Gen. Lovell stated that about 
the time when the Wilderness campaign com- 
menced he was serving in the army with 
Gen. Johnston in North Georgia, between 
Atlanta and Dalton, and that he and John- 
ston discussed the policy of endeavoring to 
bring about peace. They conferred with 
Gen. Lee on this subject. He agreed with 
them that the time had come for making 
tetris with the Federals if that could possi- 
bly be done with honor. This was some 
months before the collapse of the Confed- 
eracy by the surrender at Appomattox. Gen. 
Lovell saw Mr. Davis and expressed to him 
the opinion in which Gens. Johnston and 
Lee concurred. He told Mr. Davis that they 
were satisfied the Confederate cause was 
beaten, but that this was not mentioned to 
any one, and would not be. except to Mr. 
Davis himself. But the President of the 
Confederacy would not listen to any pro- 
posal of the sort for making peace. 

In resuming his remarks Gen. Longstreet 
said: Gen. Lee saw the futility of prolong- 
ing hostilities some time before the War 
ended. Gen. Lee’s —— conservatism, 
patriotism, and high sense of honor, as well 
as his humanity, will appear in this matter, 
no doubt, when the full truth of history 
comes out. Mr. Davis, however, very frank- 
ly in his book says that he would have con- 

nued the War even after the crushing de- 
feat which resulted in the surrender at Ap- 
—— and he must have the credit of this 

rankness whatever may be thought of his 
views of the condition of the Confederacy or 
bility of accomplishing anything by 
fu r resistance. I not only differed with 
Mr. Davis then and long before as to the in- 
utility, not to say cruelty, of continuing a 
hopeless war, but I made an effort to stop 
the useless effusion of b four or five 
weeks before the surrender.” 


OBSTACLES TO CLOSING THE WAR. 
Before abandoning the lines about Rich- 
mond and Petersburg—that is, several weeks 
before the surrender—Gen. Longstreet said: 
The pickets on my side and those of Gen. 
Ord on the other were trad with each 
other, 1 — firing having cea tween the 
lines. Ord wrote to me requesting a meet- 
ing in order to stop the t intercourse 
thout opening fire again. appointed a 
Ff ~— an — ilitary in — 
su pp unm tercourse 
of which complaint had been made, and it 
led to a conversation between us, or it might 
have been that the picket difficulty was 
seized for such a conversation relative to the 
ro of terminating the War at once.

Lee and Grant shouid have an in- 
terview. „ Longstreet reported 
what had been or suggested to Lee and 
Davis. Gen. Lee wrote to Gen. Grant asking 
foran interview.

surgesting at the same time to Lee that Gen. 
Grant would hardly meet him unless he 
made some text apart from real ob- 
pe. He intimated to Gen. Lee it would 

better to ask for an interview to arrange 
terms for the exchange of political prisoners, 
ot which there were a considerable number 
on both sides. Gen. Lee declined to change 
any of his note, and handed it as he had 
w then it originally to Longstreet, to be for- 
warded through Gen. Ord to Grant. Two or 
three days intervened before an answer was 
received from Gen. Grant. Lee was intent 
on making terms of peace it possible, and 
said to Longstreet that when he saw Grant 
he was going to ask terms. In reply to Lee’s 
note Grant said he had no authority to meet 
the Confederate General on such business as 
that of arran terms of peace. Thus 
ended Lee's effort, and he and Grant did 
not meet till some six weeks after at Appo- 
mattox Court-House. 

“If Gen. Lee had modified his note,“ Gen. 
Longstreet observed, “so as not to have 
stated explicitly his object for desiring a 
meeting, though Gen. Grant might have un- 
oe gee through Ord or in some other way 

under the pretext of an interview for 
exchanging prisoners a conve n was 
conten plated with a view to terms of peace, 
he would probably have met Lee, and the 
sacrifice of life which followed during the 
remaining six weeks might have been spared, 
for while Gen. Grant could not have made 
directly any other terms than came within 
the scope of his duty as a military command- 
er, Which would have been simply to accept 
a surrender, he might, and perhaps would, 
have been disposed to recommend the Gov- 
ernment at Washington to concede liberal 
conditions. The result, however, would have 
been doubtful, considering the temper of the 
public mind at the North and feeling of the 
ofiicials and leading politicians.” 

DAVIS’ IDEA OF PROLONGING THE WAR, 

Gen. 1 yy he did not consider the 
argument Mr. vis makes for prolonging 
the warasound one. Hehad made up his 
mind, in fact, that the struggle was well 
nigh hopeless long before the campaign of 
the Wilderness. Few of the Confederate 
officers thought as Mr. Davis did, and nearly 
all, while ready to offer their lives for the 
cause in which they were engaged, and 
would do their duty to the last, were con- 
vineed of the hopelesness of continuing the 
War. No people, perhaps, were ever more 
united in a great contest against a common 
enemy and to attain an judependent polit- 
ical existence, but there were from the first 
really two parties, not organized or acting as 
distinct parties, but holding aifferent views 
and defined in a measure by geographical 
lines. These were the Cotton States party 
and the Border States party. ‘The former 
were the most extreme and uncompromising. 
In fact, some would have preferred a Con- 
federacy ot the Cotton States alone, — 
upon the Border States people as somewha 
akin to the Northerners, if it had not been 
that they needed the help of Virgihia and 
other States near the border to fight the 
Federais. Mr. Davis, he said, was in a 
measure, and perhaps almost unconscious- 
ly, more in sympathy with the people of his 
section of the South (the Cotton States) than 
with the Border States people. This may 
explain bis motive for and desire to fight it 
out to the bitter end on the soil of the ex- 
treme Southern States, with a lingering hope 
that he might possibly succeed at last. Gen. 
Longstreet continued his remarks by saying: 
At the same time that Mr. Davis in his his 
tory does not blame Gen. Lee for surrender- 

„ and seems to admit that the surrender 
was a necessity of war, he is very severe on 
Gen. Joe Johnston for proposing an armistice 
with Gen. Sherman with a view to terminate 
— — though he consented to that pro- 
posal, 
render. Johnston, though not pressed as 
Lee had been by a surrounding enemy and 
the fate of war to give up the fight, was con- 
vinced, as Lee and mostof the other Gen- 
erals were, that nothing could be gained by 
fighting longer, and he probably considered 
a continuance of war under such circum- 
stances would be almost criminal. 

The theory Mr. Davis says he was acting 
upon in his purpose to continue fighting fur- 
ther South, after Lee’s surrender, with John- 
ston’s Maury’s, Forrest’s, and Taylor’s forces, 
and such other scattered troops as could be 
collected together, irrespective of the possi- 
bility of ultimate success, was to get better 
terms from the Federal Government. ‘ The 


show of continued resistance,’ he-says in his. 


book, ‘I then believed, as I still do, would 
have overcome the depression which was 
spreading like a starless night over the coun- 
try, and that the exhibition of a determina- 
tion not to leave our political future at the 
mercy of an enemy which for four years had 
been striving to subjugate the States would 
have led the United States authorities to do 
as Mr. Lincoln had indicated,—give any terms 
which might be found necessary to terminate 
the existing War.’ In this view of the mat- 
ter I. as well as most of the other Confederate 
officers, do not agree with Mr. Davis. Al- 
though the North felt the strain of war very 
much, it had vast resources and had passed 
the climax of doubt or uncertainty as to the 
result ultimately. From the exhausted and 
hemmed in condition of the South every day 
would have shown more and more its weak- 
ness; consequently the Federal Government 
and Northern people would not have been like- 
ly to have conceded bett er terms, if as favora- 
ble, from a prolongation of the War. On the 
contrary, it is reasonabje to suppose the con- 
tinued cost and suffering through a useless 
and obstinate resistance would have intensi- 
fied the hostile feeling and prejudice of the 
North. 
A QUESTION OF PARTY SUPREMACY. 


“Then the question had passed, or was 
passing, from phase merely of humanity, 
constitutionality, consideration for the good 
of the South or of compromise to that of 
party politics and party supremacy at the 
North. The question that was looming up 
and overshadowing all other questions was 
what use could be made of the War and of 
the conquered South to perpetuate the 

ower of the then dominant party. 
still better terms might have been con- 
ceded to the South, or at least less repressive 
measures fur that section might have been 
adopted, but for the terrible and shocking 
event of Mr. Lincoln’s assasination. That 
aroused the bitterest feeling and strongest 
prejudice among the Northern people, which 
not only spurred on the politicians to retal- 
late, but enabled them to carry out more 
easily their purpose to make the War issues 
a source of party strengto and prolonged 


power. 
While the history of the Civil War which 
Mr. Davis has published may do good in cor- 
recting the partial and one-sided or incorrect 
statements of those who write history froma 
Northern standpoint only, or to lift up some 
conspicuous General or actor in the strug- 
gle, it will certainly not be accepted either 
as to some of. the views expressed or certain 
assumed facts by many who took a promi- 
nent part with the Confederates in the War. 
It may be that the time has pot come when 
an impartial history of the Civil War could 
be written, but the agitation of the subject 
and conflict of opinions through the press 
will do much to bring out the truth.”
